In the Neighbourhood of Caminiec,a Com- 
pany of the Gentlemen of thofe Parts having drawn 
together into a Body, Ravage and Plunder like 
Enemies, pretending they muft make up their own 
Loffes as well as they can tho’ at other Peoples Coft.

propofe Terms of Accommodation. to their own 
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Kinfale, March 19. Yefterday Morning came in
